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It is believed that this is undoubtedly the original Staircase at 
one time contained in the old THEOBALD’S PALACE. 


The Manor of Theobalds, or Thebaudes, or at one time spelt Tibbalds, 
formerly belonged to the Crown, and was granted in the year 1441 
to one John Carpenter, from whom it passed through several hands, 
until in 1563 it was sold to the Right Hon. William Cecil, for whom 
the Staircase is believed to have been built. 

In July, 1564, Queen Elizabeth honoured the Right Hon. William 
‘Cecil with a visit, and was so pleased with her reception that she 
expressed her intention of returning to Theobalds on another occasion. 
The Right Hon. William Cecil immediately set to work to rebuild 
the old House and to erect a Mansion better fitted for the reception of 
his Royal Mistress. The Mansion was completed in 1571, so that the 
‘date of the Staircase would be between 1564 and 1571. Queen Elizabeth 
again visited Theobalds and raised Sir William Cecil to the peerage 
by the title Baron Burghley. 

Nicols in his “ Progresses of Queen Elizabeth’ mentions no less 
than fifteen visits which the Queen made to Theobalds between the 
years 1564 and 1598. 

On the death of Lord Burghley he was succeeded by his second 
‘son, Sir Robert Cecil, afterwards Earl of Salisbury, and he entertained 
King James I. at Theobalds in 1603. The King subsequently prevailed 
upon the Earl of Salisbury to accept ‘“‘ Hatfield”? in exchange for 
Theobalds, and both James I. and Charles I. passed a great deal of 
time on the property. About 1651 the old Palace was demolished, 
and the materials of value sold, but the Staircase was removed into 
Crew’s Hill, Enfield, whence it was recovered at great expense by the 
late Sir Henry Bruce Meux, and re-erected in its present position in 
the Museum. 


THE STAIRCASE CONSISTS OF 


Sixteen 12 in. treads and 53 in. risers ; half landing 4 ft. 6 in. by 4 ft. 6 in., 
and a 20 ft. gallery. The eight newels are richly carved with seedling 
roses, lions’ heads, Elizabethan masks, musical trophies in forms of viols, 
pipes, and drums, figures in doublet and hose, and large two-handled 
cups, each newel being surmounted by a sejeant lion holding a heraldic- 
shaped shield. The thirty balusters are carved with hanging festoons and 
masks, and joined by Gothic arches. The handrail struck in a bold design, 
finishing with a round and Scotia. On the whole the staircase is in a 
fairly original condition, little restoration having been applied.
